INTO A SWITCH ENGINE. 


Â PasseDger Train Crashed in tbe 
East Bottoms iu Kansas City 
at 7 O’clock B. M. 


The Kansas and Coiorado lim­ 
ited passenger train 00 the Missouri 
Pacific railway, bound for Denver, 
struck a switch train made up of 
an engine and eight cars in the 
East bottoms, one-half mile east of 
Heim’s brewery, in Kansas City, 
at 6 :45 o’clock last night. 
The switch engine was wrecked, 
the passenger engine and dining 
car of the train damaged and three 
persons were injured, one danger­ 
ously.

engine and without the dining car. 
Fred Behering,of Council Grove, 
Kas.,fireman of the passenger train, 
was dangerously injured in jump­ 
ing from his engine. 
A t midnight 
Behering was still unconscious and 
it was believed that his chances for 
recovery were slight. 
F. B. Marshall, a 
negro, 
head 
cook of the dining car, was also 
slightly injured. 
He was thrown 
against the stove by the sudden 
stopping of the train. 
His scalp 
was cut and his rigkt arm injured. 
He lives at Washington, D. C. 
Both the injured men are at the 
Missouri Pacific hospital.

Man Who Was the 
Pioneer 
Miner o< Alaska. 


80 N CLAIMS ESTATE. 


Richard G. WiUoaghby, Whíi Married 
Miss Saironia rtornsby, Near 
Warrensburg. 


James N. Willoughby, of Cass 
county, is the son of Richard G. 
Willoughby, the pioneer Alaskan 
miner, whose estate is now in liti­ 
gation in the Alaskan courts. 
T. 
N. Haynes, of Harrisonville, is at­ 
torney for Willoughby, who claims 
to 
be 
the 
sole 
heir. 
Speaking 
about the case, Mr. Haynes said : 
“ While in Everett, Wash., last 
summer I was retained by James 
N. Willoughby, who formerly re­ 
sided in Johnson county. 
“ I have known James N. W il­ 
loughby, 
the heir practically all 
his life ; in fact we were brought 
up within a 
few 
miles of each 
other. 
I have not the least doubt 
of his being the only child of R. 
G. Willoughby, or ‘ D ick,’ as he 
was known, whose estate is now 
being administered in Juneau, and 
that he is legally entitled to all the 
estate after payment of debts. 
Dick Willoughby was a famous 
old miner. 
His name is a part of 
the history of Alaska, where he 
had made 
his 
home 
tor nea^y 
forty years. 
The old man had been 
a resident of Juneau, but died in 
the Monod hospital, Seattle, where 
he had been treated for about four 
months before his death. 
He was 
the pioneer miner of Alaska. 
“ Dick Willoughby married Sa- 
fronia Hornsby, of Johnson county, 
Missouri, and with his young wife 
crossed the plains to California in 
the fifties in search for gold. 
My 
client was born in California, but 
a few months after his birth his 
parents returned to Missouri. 
“ After a short stay in Missouri 
Dick left his wife and son with her 
father, Brinkly Hornsby, and again 
turned his steps to the gold fields 
of the Pacific coast. 
His wife died 
of consumption some time during 
the Civil war. 
“ The Hornsby family and the 
son had given Willoughby up for 
dead until some three or four years 
ago, 
when Willoughby received 
from some of his father’s people a 
report that his father was still liv­ 
ing somewhere in the northwest, 
but he was unable to locate him 
until last June, when he received 
letters from some of his uncles and 
his aunt on his father’s side 
in­ 
forming him that his father had

ARE YOU TICKLISH? 


Observer Puzzled to Know Why Some 
•Are and Others Are Not. 
‘‘Whv is it that one person is tick­ 
lish and another isiiT?” asked a man 
w'ho is fond of the unusual thing, of 
a New Orleans Times-Ueiiioerat man.

Fifteen dead and thirty to fifty 
injured, 
many so seriously that 
they will not live, is the result of a 
crash between the Royal Blue Line 
flyer and a local suburban train on 
the Central of N ew Jersey railway 
just west of the Westfield station, 
in N ew Jersey, last evening. 
Accounts of the accident differ, 
but all seem to place the respon­ 
sibility upon John Davis, of Phila­ 
delphia, the engineer of the flyer, 
who, it is said, took his train past 
block signals. 
Three cars were telescoped and 
destroyed, the ruins being still in 
flames at midnight, five hours after 
the accident, when the last of the 
dead were just being taken away. 
Five wreck trains were at the 
scene, about which crowded thou 
sands of spectators, among whom 
were many who had lost relatives 
and friends. 
It was the train known as the 
Eastern local, leaving N ew Y o rk 
5 H5 P* 
which was struck 
and 
practically destroyed. 
That 
train carries three extra cars,which 
are filled with commuters from as 
far out as Dumellen, where 
the 
three cars are dropped off. 
Indirectly the responsibility for 
the accident rests upon the train 
leaving N ew Y o rk at 5 : 3o. 
Some 
slight accident stalled that train 
about three-quarters of a mile from 
the station at Westfield, halting 
train No, 13, which followed fifteen 
minutes later. 
In order that no time should be 
lost. No. 13, it is said, pulled over 
on to the main tracks, block signals 
being displayed to halt the Blue 
Line flyer, No. 130. 
The signals were displayed, but 
were unheeded by the engineer of 
the 
express, 
which, 
with 
un- 
slackened speed, crashed into the 
rear of the local train. 
Its tremendous momentum with 
the weight of the heavy vestibuled 
train back of it carried the engine 
of the flyer clear through the rear 
car of 
the local and half way 
through 
the second car, 
which 
telescoped

Fire immediately broke out 
in the wreck, adding its terrible 
miseries and torture to the helpless 
injured.

The case was heard before the 
entire seven judges of the court, in 
banc, and the opinion of the court, 
a very learned 
and 
exhaustive 
treatise upon the law of the sub 
ject, was written by Judge James 
B. Gantt. 
From that cpinion we 
quote the following : 
“ The learned counsel for defend­ 
ant have 
filed a most 
elaborate 
brief, a large portion of which is 
directed at the supposed bad pol­ 
icy of the statute.

A S N A R E , and, as the courts were 
powerless to correct the evil, the 
legislature interposed, not only in 
Missouri, but in many of the states 
of the union, to remedy the wrong.

guard, as far as possible, against 
carelessness and every inducement 
to destroy property in order to pro­ 
cure the insurance upon it. 
It was 
also designed to prevent insurance 
companies 
from 
taking 
reckless 
risks in order to obtain large pre­ 
miums, by advising them in ad­ 
vance that they would be held to 
the value agreed upon when the 
insurance was written. 
“ No company is bound to insure 
any piece of property without first 
making a survey and examination 
of the premises, and it is not com­ 
pelled to insure the full value then. 
But having the opportunity to in­ 
spect fully 
before 
insuring, and 
then fixing the amount of the risk, 
and receiving the premium based 
upon such valuation, it ought to be 
forever estopped, in case of a total 
loss, from denying the valuation 
agreed upon ; and such was the law 
long before this statute was en­ 
acted. 
W ood, Fire Ins., 43 and 
cases cited; Cashman v. Ins. Co., 
34 Me. 487. 
“ The policy of the law seems to 
us wise and wholesome.

* 
More care in the selection of agents, 
and more care in the inspection of 
the insured property, will dispense 
with many of the objections urged 
against the policy of this statute.” 
This case was decided December 
1 5 , 1896, and not a single judge on 
the bench 
dissented from Judge 
G antt’s opinion. 
The judges com­ 
posing the court at that time, all of 
whom agreed with Judge Gantt, 
were as fo llo w s: 
Brace,

justice; and Macfarlane, Sherwood, 
Barclay, 
Burgess, Robinson and 
Gantt, judges. Four of these judges 
(a majority of the court) are still 
on the bench, 
and inasmuch as

T h e plan, says an 
exchange, is to m ake enough out 
of the fir e insur ance business to pay 
the expenses of the city fir e de­ 
par tment, w hich ar e about 
$1, 200, - 
ooo a year . 
It w or ks out in theor y 
this w a y : Boston pr oper ty owner s 
pay about $3, 400, 000 a year in in­ 
sur ance pr emiums. 
T h e fir e losses 
for last year wer e 
$1, 300, 000, 
which 
eavcB a balance of $3,100,000 for 


the insur ance for ces, agents and 
companies. 
If the city had simply 


paid the insur ance and collected 
the costs, the people w ould have 
made som ething like $3, 000, 000. 
Last year w as a fair aver age. 
T h e 
claim of the theor ists is that the 
city can do the insur ance business 


UBt as well as the companies, and 
make pr ofit enough to pay its fir e 
depar tment expenses. 
Ther e is no 
r eason w h y this scheme should not 
w or k, unless the city should suffer 
a gr eat conflagr ation such as Boston 
and C h ic a g o had some year s ago.
